I do mean I want to do 
it on and with him. If you get this prior to your conversation with him and if he offers 
any objection to complying with the production of witnesses and the relevant records 
j. do want you to tell him this and that X will force the issue as to now I have not. 

I will then want to testify on the issue of compliance or non-compliance in this case and 
in i»hs course of toXt go into all their deliberate designs for not complying and tying 
everyone up in the course of it, particularly judges.

You’ve been talking about putting me on. how is the time, whether or not Dugan 
backs off. I can follow air/ those links and in each case I’ll give specifics of how 
they frustrate the word and intent of the Act by manufacture. 

Dugan can’t go through another day of what you did to Smith. But I san’t continue 
to go through endless days of being stalled, through all the papers I draft for no pur- 
pose and still have to prepare - through letting 1dm misuse the law to keep me from" 
doing anything constructive.
